On goud authority, 
we aro infornicd that the Commission comes 
to-the Philippines possessed of full powers 
to establish a propérly-constituted civil 
réyime to replace the present military Gov- 
ernorship uf Major-General Otis, and that 
all the desiderata mentioned by us as so 


| necossury for the re-nssertion of the civil 


ndministration and the pacific re-ansuranco 
of the. mative population are vested in the 
new Cummissiun, Whilst pleased to learn 
that the Administration at Washington hues 
wakencd up to a realisntion of the illogical 
situation ita own supineness has created in 
these Islands, we cannot say that we expect 
satisfactory issue ty (he new departure, 
A Governorahip in Commission cannot ex- 
ergise any magnelic inBucnee over # people. 


‘What the Filipinos need, and what the 


Americans neod, in Maniln, istan honest 
man of-strony personality, whe will focus 
public interest in himself and bis. policy ; 
not ancrveless, non-commiltal partizan who 
will act, as do wo many of our Hongkung 
Goveriurs, as the merest puppets of the 
dupartmentat authorities at Headquarters, 
regardless of lucal conditions and lecal 
necessities. Tuut tho Governor be sur- 
rounded by able advisers by all means, but 
lot hita be the Soul and centro of the new 
policy ; give him the power to speak to the 
natives ax oue having authovily, und ifs 
wise man, qifted with broad human sym- 
pathies, be placed in the Palice at Mala- 
canyan, We predict thatthe Philippine pro- 
lem will be nearer settlement in twelve- 
monthy than it eam be in twelve years un- 
der a Commission of six ien, be they ever 
su expert, The first moves of the Commis 
sion will be well werlh study. Without 
native co-uperstion it is doomed to failure ; 
and unless it is supported by outspoken 
declarations uf the Washington Congress, it 
will be regarded with suspicion by the 
native population. So many blunders have 
to be recunted against, Ue Americans dur- 
ing the past eighteen mouths that no effort 
should be spared to regain tho coutidonce 
of the Filipinos, belligerent and nou-belli- 
gerent, Much will dopend on: first im- 
pressions. 

'Thut our readers may not be misled inta 
believing that nothing has been dono by 
tho Americans to regain the goodwill of the 
natives and to re-establish Jaw and order, 
we may stata that Major-General Otis has 
already appointed a Board to consider a 
plan for creating municipal governing bodies 
wherever Amorican authority is supreme. 
The Board consists of His- Honor Cayetauo 
Arellano, President of the Audjencia ; 
Hon. Don Florentino Torres, Attorney- 
Goneral for tho Islands ; Lieut.-Col. EB. H.) 
Crowder, bath Infantry, Associnte dustice 
of the civil branch of the Audiencia ; Hon. 
RW. Young, Associate Justice of the 
criminal Uriuch of the Audiencia ; Licut.- 
ol: 'T. BR. Hamer, 88th Infantry, Associate 
Justice of the criminal branch of the Audi- 
uncia. Tho terns of the order iteolf aro as 
follow :—'Tt being necossary and expedient 
at the present time to develop the abridged 
forni of municipal government announced 
jn Gencral Orders, No. 43, of August 8th

not solely a question of religion ; it is re- 
ligious, political, agrarian, svcial, racial and 
municipal, and the future disposal of 
church lands and property will probably 
lend to heated controversy, unless Con- 
gress gives some decisive pronouncoment on 


the question. (nce the principte is settled ° 


whetherthe estates of the Church are held 
for the benelit of the friars or for the bene- 
fit of the people, the subsidiary questions 
involved will be comparatively easy of solu- 
tion. Of this the Ameriesn psople may be 
assured : the Filipinos will not willingly 
submit to the roturn ‘of tho Friars, and to 
force theit aéceptance upon the uatives will 
be simply to court failure in the attempts 
to restore peace on & permument basin.
